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GENERAL    BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 

TOWNSHIP     OF     DOURO. 


IN  FORCE  IN  1865. 

A  BY-LAW  to  restrain  and  regulate  the  running  at 
large  of  Animals  in  the  Township  of  Douro,  to  provide 
for  the  impounding  of  the  same,  and  to  settle  the  height 
and  description  of  fences  in  said  Township. 

WHEREAS,  the  By-laws  now  in  force  in  the  Town- 
ship of  Douro,  and  the  regulations  contained  in 
the  338th  Section  of  the  Municipal  Act,  are  conflicting, 
and  likely  to  cause  unnecessary  litigation  and  trouble, 
—and  whereas,  many  of  the  provisions  of  the  said  Sec- 
tion are  not  only  useless  but  injurious,  it  is  deemed 
advisable  to  repeal  the  before  mentioned  By-laws — and 
by  virtue  of  authority  contained  in  the  said  338th  Sec- 
tion, to  set  aside  the  regulations  contained  therein,  and 
make  others  in  place  thereof — 

Be  it  therefore  enacted,  by  the  authority  of  the  Muni- 
cipal Council  of  the  Township  of  Douro,  in  the  County 
of  Peterborough,  in  the  Province  of  Canada,  and  it  is 
hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  all 
By-laws  now  in  force,  regulating  and  restraining  the 
running  at  large  of  animals  in  the  Township  of  Douro, 
providing  for  the  impounding  of  the  same,  settling  the 
height  and  description  offences,  and  fixing  the  fees  of 
pound-keepers  and  fence-viewers,  be  and  are  hereby 
repealed. 


And  be  it  enacted,  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  regulations  contained  in  the  three  hundred  and 
thirty-eighth  Section  of  the  Municipal  Incorporations 
Act  (as  amended)  be  and  are  hereby  set  aside,  and  the 
provisions  hereinafter  specified  shall  be  in  place  thereof. 

Sec.  1.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  horse,  mare,  geld- 
ing, colt,  filly,  bull,  boar-pig,  ram  or  other  sheep,  shall 
be  permitted  to  run  at  large  in  the  Township  of  Douro 
at  any  time  ;  nor  any  pig  between  the  first  day  of  April 
and  the  first  day  of  December  in  the  same  year. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  it  shall  and  may  be 
lawful  for  any  resident  in  the  said  Township  to  seize 
and  deliver  into  the  charge  of  the  next  nearest  pound- 
keeper,  any  stallion,  bull,  boar-pig,  or  ram,  any  horse, 
mare,  gelding,  colt  or  filly,  any  sheep  or  breachy  cattle, 
found  running  at  large  at  any  time,  or  any  pig  found  at 
large  between  the  first  day  of  April  and  the  first  day  of 
December,  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  any  animal  mentioned 
in  the  last  preceding  clause,  found  on  any  travelled 
highway,  or  any  unenclosed  common,  and  out  of  the 
control  of  the  owner  of  such  animal,  or  trespassing 
and  doing  damage  in  any  field  or  enclosure,  whether 
the  fence  round  such  field  or  enclosure  be  a  legal  fence 
or  not,  shall  be  considered  to  be  running  at  large. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  any  and  every  pound-keeper,  who  shall  have  im- 
pounded any  animal  brought  to  him  for  that  purpose, 
over  and  above  his  own  legal  charges  or  any  damages, 
claimed  or  awarded,  to  charge,  demand  and  recover 
in  the  same  manner  as  any  other  charges  against  such 
animals,  the  following  penalties,  that  is  to  say : — for 
each  stallion,  bull,  boar-pig,  or  ram,  the  sum  of  ten 
shillings:  for  each  horse,  mare,  gelding,  colt,  filly  or 
breachy  animal,  the  sum  of  Hxq  shillings ;  for  each  sheep

the  sum  of  one-third  of  a  shilling ;  and  for  each  pig 
impounded  during  the  time  hereinbefore  mentioned, 
the  sum  of  one  shilling  and  three-pence  ;  and  shall  pay- 
over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Township  such  penalties 
as  he  shall  so  collect,  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  directed. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  any  person  distraining 
and  impounding  any  animal  shall  at  the  time,  or  with- 
in twenty-four  hours  thereafter,  deliver  to  the  pound- 
keeper  a  statement  of  his  demands  for  damages  (if  any) 
in  writing,  against  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  animal 
or  animals,  and  the  pound-keeper  may  require  such 
person  to  give  his  written  agreement  (with  a  surety  if 
deemed  necessary),  which  agreement  may  be  after  the 
following  form,  or  words  to  that  effect : — "  I,  [or  we,  as 
the  case  may  be,]  do  hereby  agree  that  I  [or  we]  will 
pay  to  the  owner  of  the  [describing  the  animal]  by  me 
[A.  B.]  impounded  on  the — day  of— 186-,  all  costs  to 
which  the  said  owner  may  be  put,  in  case  the  distress 
by  me  [the  said  A.  B.]  proves  to  be  illegal,  or  in  case 
the  claim  for  damages  now  put  in  by  me  [the  said  A. 
B.]  fails  to  be  established. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  the  owner  within 
forty-eight  hours  after  the  delivery  of  the  statement, 
mentioned  in  the  last  preceding  section  of  this  By-law, 
disputes  the  amount  of  the  damages  so  claimed,  the 
amount  shall  be  decided  by  the  majority  of  three  Fence- 
viewers  of  the  Municipality,  one  to  be  named  by  the 
owner  of  the  animal,  one  by  the  person  distraining  or 
claiming  damages,  and  the  third  by  the  Pound-keeper. 
Such  Fence-viewers,  or  any  two  of  them,  shall,  within 
twenty-four  hours  after  notice  by  the  Pound-keeper  of 
their  appointment  as  aforesaid,  view  the  fence  and  the 
ground  upon  which  the  animal  was  found  doing  dam- 
age, and  determine  whether  the  fence  was  lawful  or 
not,  according  to  the  Statutes  or  By-laws  in  that  behalf 
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at  the  time  of  the  trespass,  and  shall  appraise  the 
damages  committed ;  and  shall  within  twenty-four 
hours  after  making  the  view,  deliver  to  the  Pound- 
keeper  a  written  statement,  signed  by  at  least  two  of 
them,  of  their  award,  and  of  their  lawful  fees  and 
charges. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if,  before  the  fence- 
viewers  are  notified  as  above  mentioned,  the  owner  of 
any  animal  or  animals  shall  tender  an  amount  equal 
to  what  is  afterwards  awarded  for  the  damages — the 
party  claiming  extravagant  damages  shall  be  liable  for 
all  costs  incurred  after  such  tender. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  a  fence  of  rails,  boards 
or  pickets,  five  feet  high,  shall  be  and  is  hereby  taken 
to  be  a  lawful  fence. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  no  owner  appears 
to  claim  any  animal  impounded,  within  three  days, 
and  there  shall  be  a  claim  for  damages  against  such 
animal  or  animals,  and  that  the  said  animal  might 
legally  run  at  large,  (unless  breachy)  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Pound-keeper  to  proceed  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  in  disputed  cases,  under  Sec.  6,  of  this  By-law. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if,  within  three  days, 
the  animal  impounded  be  not  claimed,  and  his  lawful 
charges  and  the  amount  of  damages  awarded  paid,  the 
Pound-keeper  shall  affix,  in  three  public  places  in  the 
Township,  for  at  least  fifteen  days,  a  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  at  which  he  will  sell  it,  giving  in  such  notice 
a  description  of  the  animal ;  and  if  the  costs  and 
damages  are  not  previously  paid  he  shall  then  sell  the 
animal.  Provided  always,  that  if  the  owner  is  unknown 
to  the  Pound-keeper,  and  the  animal  or  animals  are  of 
the  value  of  Twenty-five  Dollars,  he  shall  postpone  the 
sale  for  thirty  days,  and  he  shall  cause  a  notice 
similar  to  the  one  before  mentioned,  to  be  put  in  the 


nearest  Newspaper,  and  continued  therein  for  three 
weeks;  and  if;  at  the  expiration  of  the  said  thirty  days, 
the  animal  is  not  redeemed  or  claimed,  he  shall  pro- 
ceed to  sell ;  and  should  no  owner  appear  within  two 
months  from  the  time  of  such  sale,  he  shall,  after 
deducting  the  costs  and  damages,  pay  the  overplus  to 
the  Township  Clerk,  to  be  by  him  expended  on  the 
Roads  of  the  Township.  The  Pound-keeper  to  notify 
the  owner  of  the  animal  if  known.  Cattle  under  three 
years  old,  Pigs,  and  Sheep,  to  be  sold  after  six  days. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  each  and  every  Pound-keeper,  in  the  aforesaid 
Township,  to  pay  over  half-yearly,  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Township,  the  penalties  by  him  collected,  by  the 
provisions  of  this  By-Law,  and  such  penalties  shall 
form  part  of  the  general  funds  of  the  Municipality 
there  of,  (said  funds  to  be  at  the  disposal  of  said  Muni- 
cipality,) and  each  such  payments  shall  be  made  on 
the  first  day  of  August,  and  the  first  day  of  February, 
and  the  Pound-keeper  so  paying  over  such  penalties 
shall  deliver  with  the  same  a  return,  to  be  laid  before 
the  Council  at  their  next  meeting  thereof  bv  such 
Treasurer,  which  return  shall  show  the  date  of  the  im- 
pounding of  each  animal,  the  person  by  whom  impound- 
ed, and  also  whether  such  penalty  was  paid  by  the 
owner,  or  recovered  by  sale  of  the  animal. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  fees  to  be  charged 
by  Pound-keepers  and  Fence-viewers  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows, that  is  to  say  : — 

For  each  horse,  mare  gelding,  colt  or  filly,  poundage 
$0  20  ;  food  and  water  per  day,  $0  20  ;  "for  advertis- 
ing, (in  writing),  $0  50. 

For  each  bull,  ox  or  cow  over  three  years  old,  pound- 
age, $0  15;  food  and  water  per  day,  $0  15  ;  for  sel- 
ling, $0  25. 
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For  each  bull,  ox  or  cow  under  three  years  old,  pound- 
age, $0  10;  food  and  water  per  day,  $0  10;  for  ad- 
vertising in  newspaper,  $1  00. 

For  each  ram  or  other  sheep,  poundage,  $0  5 ;  food  and 
water  per  day,  $0  5;  for  fence-viewers,  (making 
valuation,  &c.,)  $0  60. 

For  each  boar  or  other  pig,  poundage,  $0  5 ;  food  and 
water  per  day,  $0  5  ;  for  notifying  viewers  offences, 
$0  75. 

The  fence -viewers  to  be  paid  when  the  animals  shall 
be  redeemed  or  sold. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  enacted.  That,  if  any  pound-keeper 
shall  refuse  to  receive  any  animal  brought  to  him,  under 
the  provisions  of  this  By-law,  to  be  impounded,  or  shall 
make  any  undue  charge,  or  shall  in  any  manner  fail  in 
the  performance  of  his  duties,  he  shall  forfeit  no  less 
than  four  dollars,  nor  more  than  ten  dollars,  to  be 
recovered  with  costs,  before  any  Magistrate  having 
jurisdiction  in  the  said  Township,  and  one  half  of  the 
said  sum  shall  be  paid  to  the  person  suing  for  the 
same,  and  the  other  shall  be  paid  for  the  use  of  the  said 
Municipality. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That,  if  any  fence- 
viewer  shall  neglect  to  perform  the  duties  required  to 
him  by  this  By-law,  he  shall  incur  a  penalty  of  not  less 
than  two  dollars,  nor  more  than  five  dollars,  to  be  re- 
covered with  costs,  before  any  Magistrate  having  juris- 
diction in  said  Township — and  the  said  penalty  shall 
be  paid  for  the  use  of  the  said  Municipality.

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A  BY-LAW  to  \)lace  certain  Lots  in  Wards  Nos.  1,  2, 
and  4  of  Douro. 

WHEREAS,  it  is  deemed  expedient  to  make  altera- 
tions in  Wards  No.  One,  Two  and  Four,  in  the 
Township  of  Douro.  , 

Be  it  therefore  enacted,  by  the  Municipal  Council  of 
the  Township  of  Douro,  in  the  County  of  Peterborough, 
That  Lot  No.  eleven  in  the  eighth  and  ninth  concessions 
do  hereafter  form  part  of  Ward  No.  two.  That  Lots 
Nos.  eleven  and  twelve  in  the  seventh  concession  do. 
hereafter  form  a  part  of  Ward  No.  four ;  and  that  Lots 
Nos.  seventeen  and  eighteen  in  the  fourth,  fifth  and 
sixth  concessions,  and  the  fifteenth  and  sixteenth  Lots 
in  the  sixth  concession,  do  hereafter  form  a  part  of 
Ward  No.  one.     All  in  the  said  Township  of  Douro.

A  B  Y-LA  W  to  divide  School  Section  No.  3,  into  two 
Sections. 

WHEREAS,  a  Petition  has  been  presented  to  the 
Municipal  Council  of  the  Township  of  Douro, 
numerously  signed  by  the  Ratepayers  residing  in  that 
portion  of  School  Section  No.  3,  proposed  to  be  formed 
into  a  new  School  Section,  requesting  the  creation  of  a 
new  Section,  to  consist  of  the  11th  and  12th  Concessions 
of  the  Township  of  Douro. 
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And  whereas,  it  appears  that  all  parties  interested  in 
such  division  have  been  duly  notified  in  accordance 
with  the  Law. in  such  cases  provided. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Municipal  Council  of 
the  Township  of  Douro,  in  the  County  of  Peterborough, 
and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  th%e  authority  of  the  same, 
That  that  portion  of  School  Section,  No.  3,  consisting 
of  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  Concessions  of  the  said 
Township  be  formed  into  a  new  School  Section,  and 
shall  be  known  as  School  Section  No.  Eleven. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  that  Chas.  E.  Stewart  be 
and  is  hereby  appointed  to  call  the  first  School  meeting 
in  the  above  Section,  and  such  meeting  shall  be  held 
at  the  house  of  Chas.  E.  Stewart.

A  B  Y-LA W to  repeal  Section  Four  of  a  By-law  respecting 
the  accidental  obstruction  of  Roads  in  the  Township 
of  Douro. 

WHEREAS  by  a  By-Law  now  in  force  to  the  effect 
that  "  In  the  event  of  accidental  obstruction  to 
"  the  travelling  on  any  Highway  in  the  Township,  it 
"  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  Land  holder  in  the 
"  Township  interested  in  such  Road,  to  have  the  same 
"removed  at  the  cost  of  the  Municipality,"  &c,  is 
deemed  to  be  detrimental  to  the  interests  of  the  Town- 
ship. 
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Be  it  therefore  enacted,  by  the  Municipal  Council  of 
the  Township  of  Douro,  That  the  above  mentioned 
section  of  the  said  By-Law  be  and  is  hereby  repealed 
from  and  after  this  date.

A  B  Y-LA  W  to  establish  a  Boad  in  the  Township  of 
Douro. 

WHEREAS,  it  appears  it  would  be  for  the  interest  of 
certain  inhabitants  in  this  Township  that  a  Road 
from  the  River  Road  between  Lots  numbers  Seventeen 
and  Eighteen  in  the'Seventh  Concession,  and  the  West 
half  of  the  Sixth  Concession,  was  continued  in  an 
Easterly  direction  as  far  as  the  allowance  for  Road 
between  the  Third  and  Fourth  Concessions,  should  be 
established.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Muncipality 
of  the  Township  of  Douro,  that  a  Road  following  the 
hereinafter  mentioned  courses  be  and  is  hereby  estab- 
lished, that  is  to  say  : 

Commencing  at  the  centre  of  the  Sixth  Concession 
of  said  Township  on  the  line  between  the  West  halves 
of  Lots  Seventeen  and  Eighteen  ;  then  South  fourteen 
degrees,  East  one  chain  and  two  links,  more  or  less, 
to  the  line  between  the  East  halves  of  Lots  Seven- 
teen and  Eighteen  in  said  Concession ;  then  East- 
erly along  said  Line  thirty-one  chains  twelve  links 
and  a  half,  more  or  less,  to  the  West  side  of  the 
allowance  for  Road  between  the  Fifth  and  Sixth  Con- 
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cessions ;  then  Northerly  along  the  said  allowance  for 
Road  Nineteen  chains  and  Seventy-four  links  ;  then 
North  Seventy-six  degrees  ;  East  Sixty-four  chains  and 
Seventy-one  links,  more  or  less,  to  the  Western  side  of 
the  allowance  for  Road  between  the  Fourth  and  Fifth 
Concessions  ;  thence  on  the  same  course  Thirtv-one 
chains  and  Forty-one  links ;  then  North  Sixty-one 
degrees ;  East  Ten  chains  and  Sixteen  links  ;  then  North 
Sixty-five  degrees  ;  East  Three  chains  and  Ninety  links ; 
then  North  Seventy-six  degrees ;  East  Thirty  chains, 
more  or  less,  to  the  West  side  of  the  allowance  for  Road 
between  the  Third  and  Fourth  Concessions.  The 
described  Line  to  be  the  centre  of  said  Road ;  the  said 
Road  being  Forty  feet  wide.  And  that  the  said  Road 
shall  be  a  Public  Highway.

A  B  Y-LA  W  to  amend  a  By-Law  respecting  the  Bonds 
of  a  Collector  or  Treasurer  in  the  Township  of  Douro. 

WHEREAS  it  is  deemed  expedient  to  amend  "A 
"  By-Law  to  determine  the  amount  and  manner 
"in  which  a  Treasurer  or  Collector,  in  the  Township  of 
"Douro,  shall  enter  into  bonds  for  the  due  performance 
"  of  his  duties." 

Be  it  therefore  enacted,  by  the  authority  of  the  Muni- 
cipality of  Douro,  in  the  County  of  Peterborough,  and  it 
is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  that 
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such  portion  of  the  above  recited  By-Law  as  refers  to 
the  amount  in  which  the  Collector  shall  enter  into 
bonds,  shall  be  in  the  sum  of  Three  Thousand  Dollars, 
in  place  of  Five  Hundred  Pounds,  as  therein  provided. 

And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  instead  of  having-  two 
sureties,  as  therein  provided,  he  shall  enter  into  bonds 
with  four  sureties.

A  B  Y-LA  W  to  authorize  the  shutting  up  of  a  Road 
across  Lot  number  Twelve,  in  the  Seventh  Concession  of 
Douro. 

WHEREAS,  it  appears  that  the  notices  by  law  required 
with  respect  to  the  shutting-  up  a  road  leading 
through  Lot  number  twelve,  in  the  seventh  Concession, 
and  that  certain  conditions  and  agreements  entered 
into  by  one  John  Davy  have  been  performed  in  full  by 
him,  and  it  is  right  that  he  be  empowered  to  shut  up 
said  road.  It  is  therefore  enacted  by  the  Municipality 
of  Douro,  that  the  said  John  Davy  be  and  is  hereby 
empowered  to  shut  up  the  same,  and  that  all  persons 
passing  or  travelling  the  same  or  claiming  a  right  to  do 
so  shall  be  amenable  to  the  law  as  trespassers,  at  the 
option  of  the  said  John  Davy.

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A    BY-LAW  repealing  certain    By-Laivs    respecting 
Shop  Licenses, 

Moved  by  R.  Casement  and  seconded  by  J.  Smith, — 

TPH  AT  any  By-Law  or  By-Laws  now  in  force,  author- 
JL  izing  the  issuing  of  Shop  Licenses  to  retail  Ale, 
Wine,  Beer  or  spirituous  liquors,  be  repealed, — also,  all 
or  any  By-laws  which  determine  the  accommodation 
required  by  Tavern  keepers,  and  that  hereafter  the  sum 
to  be  paid  into  the  Township  funds  for  a  Tavern  license, 
shall  not  be  less  than  twenty-five  dollars ;  and  also, 
that  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  be  inflicted  on  persons 
selling  by  retail  spirituous  or  fermented  liquors,  without 
license  ;  and  that  the  same  take  effect  from  the  first 
day  of  March,  1864,  and  that  this  resolution  be  signed 
and  sealed  to  give  it  the  effect  of  a  By-Law.— Carried.

A  BY-LAW  for  appointing  certain  Officers  therein 
named,  in  the  Township  of  Doaro,  in  the  County  of 
Peterborough,  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty -five. 

BE  IT  ENACTED  by  the  Municipal  Council  of  the 
Township  of  Douro,  in  the  County  of  Peterborough, 
and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
that  the  persons  hereinafter  named,  be,  and  are  hereby 
appointed  to  the  offices  mentioned  in  the  Schedules  to
